PBOPLE  COUNTHIFEITED 

Along  the  trails  of  the  West  and 
Southwest  America  in  the  1830's 
travelled  a crafty  gentleman  who 
left  an  imprint  as  deep  on  the  minds 
of  the  inhabit?  * as  would  any  con- 
quering general  Or.t  on  all-out 
conquest.  Borghese,  a corrupt  in- 
dividual of  a good  Norman  name, 
papered  his  way  with  a vast  amount 
of  counterfeit  bills,  and  bills  on 
fictitious  banks,  and  left  in  his 
wake  countless  numbers  of  unsuspect- 
ing people  who  were  unfortunate 
enough  to  take  him  and  his  fake 
money  at  face  value.  Excited  vic- 
tims in  quick  anger  and  distressed 
excitement  often  referred  to  him  in 
rapid  speech  as  "Bogus"  and  thus  it 
wasn't  long  before  Borghese 's  money 
was  universally  styled  - "Bogus 
currency."

ROME  USED  BI-METALISM 
IN  HER  COINAGE 

Many  terms  referring  to  money 
have  their  origin  in  the  ancient 
Roman  Bnpire.  The  practices  of  the 
twentieth  century  are  not  new,  but 
were  used  by  Rome  in  emergencies. 

At  frist,  Rome  used  oxen  and  sheep 
as  a standard  of  value.  This  is  in 
dicated  by  the  Latin  word  "pecunia" 
meaning  money.  The  word  pecunia  is 
derived  from  the  word  "pecus,"  - 
cattle.  Many  farmers  who  are  unablf 
to  sell  their  cattle  for  a reason- 
able price  find  themselves  in  pe- 
cuniary difficulties. 

About  the  beginning  of  the  third 
century  B.  C.,  the  Romans  began  an 
extended  coinage  of  bronze.  Being 
very  heavy,  this  coin  required 
wagons  and  oxen  to  move  it  about. 

The  bronze  medium  was  an  imitation 
of  the  new  Greek  bronze  coins  - as 
bronze  was  much  cheaper  than  gold 
and  silver.  Because  of  its  weight, 
it  did  not  prove  satisfactory  and 
silver  was  introduced.  The  ex- 
tended wars  of  the  Romans  required 
heavy  expenditure  of  money  which 
was  best  handled  in  silver  and  so 
the  white  metal  became  the  chief 
coin  material  of  Rome  for  a long 
period.  The  coinage  was  thus  dual 
or  bi-metal,  bronze  and  silver  be- 
ing both  used.  This  practice  is 
still  in  operation  in  modern  nations 
with  modifications,  gold,  silver, 
bronze,  copper,  nickel  and  aluminum 
being  in  use. 

The  silver  denarius  became  the 
chief  coin  of  the  Romans,  being 
equal  to  ten  bronze  coins.  This 
bronze  coin  - the  "as"  - was  at 
first  the  pound  or  twelve  ounces 
in  weight.  The  modern  British 
pound  had  its  origin  in  a similar 
way,  being  originally  equal  to  one 
pound  to  one  ounce.  Although  one- 
twelfth  the  weight  as  it  was  origi- 
nally, the  coin  was  supposed  to 
purchase  the  same  quantity  of 
material.  This  was  one  of  the  best 
examples  of  depreciated  currency. 

Since  the  first  Great  War,  the 
nations  of  the  world  have  been  fol- 
lowing the  Roman  example  by  making 
coins  of  nickel  and  other  cheaper 
metal  instead  of  silver. 

During  the  Punic  Wars  and  the 
wars  with  Carthage,  Rome  was  very 
short  of  silver  and  used  bronze  in 
her  silver  coins,  besides  making  a 
marked  reduction  in  weight.  This 
debased  coinage  has  its  counterpart 
in  modern  times.

COINS  WITH  BIBLE  NARRATIVE 
* * * 

THE  FIRST  RICH  MAN 

Because  Abraham  lived  in  the  19th 
century  B.  C.,  he  never  had  the  furl 
of  collecting  coins,  nor  even  of 
jingling  them  in  his  pocket.  Not 
until  more  than  a thousand  years 
after  him  did  the  first  coins  appear. 

Abraham's  pocket  was  a part  of 
his  girdle.  There  he  carried 
granules  and  ingots  of  silver  and 
gold,  and  - it  is  supposed  - a 
small  pair  of  scales  or  weights  to 
aid  in  his  money  transactions. 

There  is  no  doubt  about  his  hav- 
ing plenty  of  those  bits  of  pre- 
cious metal;  he  is  known  as  the 
world's  first  rich  man: 

"And  Abraham  was  very  r ich 
in  cattle,  in  silver,  and 
in  gold."  (Gen.  13:2) 

At  about  1872  B.  C.,  Abraham  lost 
his  beautiful  and  faithful  wife, 
Sarah : 

"And  Sarah  died  in  Kirjath- 
arba;  the  same  is  Hebron  in 
the  land  of  Canaan: 'and 
Abraham  came  to  mourn  for 
Sarah,  and  to  weep  for  her. 

And  Abraham  stood  up  from 
before  his  dead,  and  spake 
unto  the  sons  of  Heth...If 
it  be  your  mind  that  I 
should  bury  my  dead  out  of 
my  sight;  hear  me,  and  in- 
treat for  me  to  Ephron  the 
son  of  Zohar,  that  he  may 
give  me  the  cave  of  Machpelah 
which  he  hath,  which  is  in 
the  end  of  his  field:  for  as 
much  money  as  it  is  worth 
he  shall  give  it  me  for  a 
possession  of  burying  place 
amongst  you. . . 

"And  Ejphron  answered  Abraham, 
saying  unto  him.  My  lord, 
hearken  unto  me:  the  land 
is  worth  four  hundred 
shekels  of  silver... 

"And  Abraham. . .weighed  to 
Ephron. . .four  hundred 
shekels  of  silver... 

"And  after  this  Abraham 
buried  Sarah .his  wife  in 
the  cave  of  the  field  of 

Machpelah " (Gen. 23:2-19) 

We  ask,  "How  much  would  a silver 
shekel  be  in  United  States  money?" 
And  we  learn  that  a shekel  varies 
with  time  and  place.  We  are  very 
close  to  the  exact  amount  that  Abra- 
ham paid  for  the  field  of  Macpelah 
when  we  estimate  the  silver  shekel 
at  5b. 7b  cents,  and  place  the 
amount  at  $218.96.  That  is  the  usual 
estimate  given  as  the  cost  to 
Abraham  for  the  field  of  Macpelah 
where,  eventually,  were  buried  also 
Abraham,  Isaac,  Rebekah,  Leah,  and 
Jacob.  (Gen.  b9:29-31  and  50:13) 

And  the  cave  is  there  to  this  day.

About  13,500,000  worth  of  bank- 
notes were  not  returned  to  Ashanti  ■ 
banks  last  year.  The  worms  ate 
some,  and  thousands  more  lie  buried 
and  probably  forgotten. 

The  Africans  have  been  dumping 

the  banknotes  they  receive  for  thei*jl910  2.00 

crops  in  the  ground,  fearful  of 
handing  them  over  to  banks. 

One  dying  man  was  carried  around 
his  farm  on  a litter  by  his  four 
sons  to  see  if  he  could  remember 
where  he  had  buried  his  fortune. 

The  search  was  complicated  by  the 
fact  that  he  had  lost  his  voice, 

! but  the  family  hoped  he  would  be 
able  to  point  to  the  spot.  The  old 
man  died  without  indicating  where 
the  notes  were  buried. 

Four  savings  banks  vans  are  now 
touring  the  Ashanti  cocoa-bean 
farms  telling  growers  that  their 
money  will  be  safer  in  banks.

1931*  QUARTERS 


During  193U  a slight  change  was  made 
in  the  obverse  die  of  the  Washington 
Quarter.  The  first  type  often  re- 
ferred to  as  the  LIGHT  MOTTO  was  in 
the  style  of  the  1932  coin;  the 
motto  is  lightly  engraved,  broader 
and  flatter  lettering.  The  change 
was  evidently  made  early  in  the  year 
and  this  type  is  much  the  scarcer. 
Type  two  listed  in  the  Standard 
Catalogue  as  the  HEAVY  MOTTO  is  the 
result  of  re-engraving  part  of  the 
die.  The  motto  is  sharper,  better 
struck  and  actually  smaller.  It 
would  seem  more  accurate  to  refer  to 
these  two  coins  as  1931*  type  of  1932 
second  type  as  re-engraved  or  small 
motto.

LARGEST  COIN  EVER  MINTED 

The  largest  and  heaviest  coin  ever 
minted  was  the  huge  Swedish  10  Daler 
plate  coin  issued  in  161*1*.  This 
rectangular  coin  measured  27|"  x 12" 
and  was  struck  in  copper,  tipping 
the  scale  at  1*8  pounds. 

> Sweden,  due  to  the  shortage  of 
precious  metals,  had  at  that  time 
two  monetary  standards,  Copper  and 
Silver.  Each  plate  coin  issued  had 
a metal  value  in  copper  equal  to 
the  value  in  silver  stated  on  the 
coin,  hence  the  great  size. 

The  use  and  life  of  this  enormous 
piece  was  short-lived,  for  even  the 
stout  Swedes  found  its  weight  a bur- 
den. Of  those  minted,  many  were 
melted  down  to  coins  of  smaller  de- 
nomination and  few  specimens,  all 
believed  to  be  in  Sweden,  of  this 
largest  and  heaviest  coin  ever 
struck  exist  today.
